Calumet  Center 
Begins  Second  Term 


Dr.  Dean's  Paper 
Read  at  Convention 


“The  Conference  Method:  Pana¬ 
cea  or  Paradox?’’,  a  research  paper 
written  by  Dr.  Richard  L.  Dean, 
Speech  Instructor  at  St.  Joseph’s 
College  Calumet  Center,  was  one  of 
the  main  papers  presented  at  the 
annual  convention  of  the  Speech  As¬ 
sociation  of  America  held  in  New 
York,  Dec.  29-31. 

The  paper,  which  is  a  critique  of 
the  conference  method  and  its  inte¬ 
gral  aspects  of  democracy  and  deci¬ 
sion  making,  appeared  in  the  De¬ 
cember  issue  of  the  “Journal  of  the 
American  Society  of  Training  Direc¬ 
tories’’  in  1959.  The  research  paper 
material  of  the  paper  was  based  on 
Dr.  Dean’s  doctoral  thesis. 

The  convention  delegates  were 
composed  of  high  school  and  college 
speech  instructors  whose  main  pur¬ 
pose  was  to  discuss  new  methods  of 
improving  instruction. 

Since  Dr.  Dean  was  unable  to  ap¬ 
pear  at  the  convention,  his  paper 
was  read  for  him  by  one  of  the  con¬ 
vention  officers. 


St.  Joseph’s  College  Calumet  Cen¬ 
ter  began  its  second  semester  of  the 
1961-62  school  year,  Thursday,  Jan.

At  this  time,  with  late  registra¬ 
tions  still  being  accepted,  the  exact 
number  of  students  and  credit  hours 
is  not  available.

This  de¬ 
crease,  however,  is  normal  and  not 
quite  as  great  a  decrease  as  was 
expected  or  is  experienced  in  other 
colleges.
